charge» today were placed 
against 
him for intoxication, possession of 
liquor, driving while under the in­ 
fluence and carrying deadly 
weap­ 
ons. 


A fter his arrest 
Sheriff 
( ’oons, 
Deputies Yern Plummer, Alex Coons 
and others went to the home of the 
prisoner, loeated two miles over in 
Shelby county, near London. 
His 
wife was not at home and the offic­ 
ers obtained a search w arrant which 
revealed five gallons of alcohol, 
a 
case o f empty one-half pint bottles, 
two gallons of raisin jack 
and

onehalf pint bottles of white mule. 
This was turned over to the Shelby 
county officers, 
who 
will

charges againSti Collins in 
that 
court. 
The officers then went across tin*

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AIR MAIL FLYER KILLED 


Body of Eel Osburg, Whose 
Plane 
Fell To Earth During 
Electrical 
Storm, Is Found 
Today 


NO FIRE FOLLOWING 
CRASH 


Kendallville, Ind., Nov. 30—<U.R)— 
Ed Osburg, Chic agio-Cleveland 
air 
mail flyer, was killed 
last 
night 
when his airplane crashed during an 
electrical storm. 
His 
body 
was 
found today, eight miles northeast 
of here. 


The flyer had been reported lost 
on his eastbound trip from Chicago 
to Cleveland and the discovery 
of 
the body today 'Was the first word 
of what happened to him. 


The body was found 
amid 
the 
wreckage of the plane on the farm 
of George Simons. 
The plane had 
crashed during the electrical storm 
which at times had the proportions 
of a cloud burst, .it was established. 


Probably the last view any per­ 
son had of the 
plane 
in air was 
shortly before 10 p. in., when 
it 
passed 
over 
Kendallville. 
It was 
flying low and evidently in distress 
even then. 
The flight to the spot where the 
plane was found would have taken 
but a few minutes and the time of 
the crash was fixed at 10 p. m. 
Coroner John Clark of Auburn is 
investigating. 
Apparently none of the mail 
in 
the plane was destroyed. 
Although 
the machine w as completely wreck­ 
ed, it did not take fire. 
Osburg’s death 
was the 
second 
nim lane fatality in this vicinity 
in 
eight months. John Milatzo, also 
an 
air mail flyer, was killed a t Tope­ 
ka, ten miles 
northwest 
of here, 
April 22. 
Kendallville is on the direct line 
of the air mail route. 


Reviews Activities In Keeping In­ 
diana Abreast of The 
Times In 
Conserving 
Resources 


George X. Mannfeld, superinten­ 
dent of the fish and game division 
of tlm department 
of conservation, 
gave a very interesting and educa­ 
tional address today noon 
at the 
Kiwanis club, speaking of the work 
associated 
with that 
department, 
and of the propagation of fish 
at 
the state hatcheries. 
Declaring that there is more and 
better fishing and hunting in Indiana 
today, than there was ten or fifteen 
years ago, before 
the 
department 
was organized in this state, he re ­ 
viewed the activities of the 
com­ 
mission in keeping Indiana abreast 
of the times 
by 
conserving their 
natural resources. 
In the state conservation d ep art­ 
ment, Mr. Maunfold 
stated, 
there 
are six departm ents, and in his de­ 
partment of fish and game, it is the 
purpose to keeip alive those resour­ 
ces which would soon be extinct. 
To do this, there cannot be law ob­ 
servance unless there 
is law 
en­ 
forcement. 
It is <me of the few departments 
in the state which is self sustaining, 
and since that department was o r­ 
ganized in 1919 
there 
have 
been 
many changes, he said. The receipts 
of the department last year 
were 
$272,000, and not a cent was rais­ 
ed by taxation. In 19154 the d ep art­ 
ment obtained only $89,000. 
Last year, Mr. Mannfeld stated, 
there were 251,000 resident hunting 
and fishing licenses' issued 
in the 
state. The department today has 83 
persons employed, over whom Mr. 
M annfeld has charge. Of this num ­ 
ber there arc fil game wardens. The 
commission owns 
42 
automobiles, 
including 27 trucks 
used 
by the 
department. 
The state departm ent 
also owns five fish hatcheries, 
he 
stated. 
Regardless of the 
opinion 
that 
might exist, he stated, there is plen­ 
ty of fishing in Indiana, and 90 ri­ 
vers ami creeks in which black bass 
are planted each year, together with 
300 lakes. 
He spoke of the game farm 
or 
reservation owned 
by bis 
d ep art­ 
ment, which was bought and 
paid 
for by surplus money 
obtained 
in 
the department. This farm consists 
of 10,722 acres and is located 
in 
Brown county, he stated, where the 
land was purchased a t an average 
of $10 an acre. A fter this purchase 
was made four years ago, he said 
the departm ent todav has 
$65,000 
left. 
On this farm the departm ent 
is 
stocking wild gam e and preparing 
to distribute them into other land 
controlled by tin- department, which 
in time will give back to Indiana tin* 
wild game life of years ago. On this 
reservation 
in Brown 
county, the 
forestry department is making use 
ol the hillsides for planting spruce 
and other trees which are rapidly 
becoming extinct in the state.

PRELIMINARY SESSION HELD 


Russian Delegate 
Insists 
General 
Disarmament 
Meet 
Not 
Later 
Than Next March

forced her way into the spotlight at 
the opening meeting of a p rep a ra ­ 
tory disarmament commission today 
with a demand for immediate 
and 
complete 
disbandment 
or d estru c­ 
tion of all military men and m ater­ 
ials. 
“ That is the best way to g u a r­ 
antee nations against a tta c k ," ex­ 
plained Maxim M. Litvinoff, head of 
the delegation. His 
English 
wife 
Ivy— the only 
woman 
delegate— 
nodded energetic approval. 
Litvinoff demanded that a gener­ 
al disarmam ent 
commission 
meet 
not later than March 1928, and vote 
to abolish immediately! armies, n a ­ 
vies, ministries of w ar and marine, 
warships, fighting 
airplanes, a rtil­ 
lery— everything that might be used 
for attack. 
His announcement^ was listened to 
by delegates of 23 nations. 
Befoer its adjournm ent this 
a f ­ 
tern o o n, the 
commission 
decided, 
with Litvinoff’s approval, 
to post­ 
pone any discussion of the Russian 
proposals until its spring session. 
The commission, formed by 
the 
League of Nations, met today plan­ 
ing form ation of a special commis­ 
sion too find what sort 
of treaties 
could be negotiated 
under 
which 
nations would guarantee to defend 
each other against 
attack. 
Saleh 
treaties, 
it was argued, would put 
Europe in a 
frame 
of mind 
that 
would permit her statesmen to re ­ 
d u c e their heavy armaments. 
Just before the conference con­ 
vened, the spokesman for the R us­ 
sian delegation 
told 
the 
United 
P ress the Soviet 
delegates 
would 
leave the conference and return to 
Moscow if they are not allowed to 
expound their full views. 
He said they would not allow the 
representatives of Eiigland, France 
Italy, or the United States to a t ­ 
tempt to keep them quiet “ on the 
pretext of keeping the Russians to 
the aeendn.” 
Precautions taken for the safety 
of the sixteen 
Russian 
delegates 
were the m ost strict ever taken by 
the league.'The pubulie was exclud­ 
ed from today’s session.. Journalists 
were obliged to show special identi­ 
fication cards, which included their 
photographs. 
The precautions 
were 
taken 
to 
prevent a re-occurence of the crisis 
which arose several years ago when 
a Soviet delegate was killed by 
an 
agitator in Switzerland. 
The basis of the league’s d isa r­ 
mament commission rests on the 14 
countries represented in the co u n ­ 
cil of the League of Nations. These 
now consist 
of 
England, - France, 
Ttaly, Germany, Jap an , 
Columbia, 
Cuba, Canada, Chile , China, 
P o ­ 
land, Roumania , Finland 
and the 
Netherlands. 


To these have been added 
three 
other nations that 
were 
originally 
members of the council at the time 
the commiissjon 
w as 
organized. 
These include Sweden, Belgium and 
Czechoslovakia.

grain must be ground and the timber 
i sawed before either was of use. True 
houses could he, and many 
were, 
built of undressed logs but boards 
were needed and the 
necessity led 
to tlie construction of many small 
mills throughout the county. Streams 
j which now are tiled ditches, 
were 
then sufficient 
to furnish 
motor 
power for each and as a matter of 
economy, the early nulls were of the 
I combination 
variety. 
Our 
young j 
readers should be told that, 
while 
we speak of a mill being built on a ! 
certain stream, as a matter of fact j 
they were not, but obtained 
their i 
How of water by means of a mill 
race, which was a large ditch or ea- 1 
nal receiving water from the stream ' 
at its upper source and by 
running 
a straight course to the mill, gained 
fall enough to furnish the necessary 
power and still be higher than 
the 
stream where it was discharged from 
the mill. 


Early settlers here at first had to 
go to Uonuersville for their grinding 
until Sam B Laughlin in 1821 built 
a mill south of town. Instead of 
a 
mill race he used a mill dam. This 
was built near where is now the cov ­ 
ered bridge but tbe people near 
by 
stillered so much from sickness that 
they attributed it to the 
overflow 
from the mill dam and rose up 
in 
anger and destroyed it, about 182(3. 
in March 
of 
182f a 
Virginian 
named George Nipp came to Rush 
county and settled on the northeast 
corner of the Dr. \Y. U. Smith farm 
.just east of the covered bridge, lie 
was a tanner 'by trade and had 
a 
large family, 
among 
whom 
was 
“ I ncle Jo h n n y ” Nipp us familiarly 
called in his late years. John was a 
natural mechanic and took up c a r ­ 
pentering and mill building. On Sept. 
15, 1*338, he married CaUierine Good­ 
man and located on the Bishop land 
in I liion township, then owned 
by 
Purnell Bishop. Three years later he 
moved to the farm now owned 
by 
Alvin Moor and to this day may be 
seen traces of a mill race and parts 
of an early saw mill which he built. ’ 
The location 
was poor and 
was 
soon abandoned. In 1842 hi* went to 
Grant county, where he built 
two 
mills and two years later returned 
to Rush county where he lived until i 
his death, Sept. 13, 1887. 


John Nipp built ten mills in Kush 
county and one in Decatur county 
besides the two mentioned. In 1852 
he located in Washington township 
where he died. In 1851 he had built 
a saw mill tor Adam Amnions just 
east ot the ( arson bridge and 
in 
1853 he began work on a grist mill 
for the same man and had it in op­ 
era! ion in 1855. This mill stood on 
tbe east bank of FI at rock, on 
the 
land now owned by Mrs. Nellie Ab­ 
ercrombie and at the time a road 
ran ea-t from Fry’.- corner on 
the 
p r ' x liij line b\ the mil! to Amnion’.- 
rend. This null was bought and dis­ 
mantled by Michael Cing and

fram e worn used in the erection of 
an elevator at Ging’s Station, soon 
a fte r the “ Calico” railroad 
was 
built through to Cambridge, it was 
in builidng this elevator that 
Mr. 
| Ging was killed by falling timbers. 
Nipp's mill of “ Song and S to ry ” 
stands on the west hank of 
Flat- 
iock about a mile north of 
where 
stood the Annnon’s mill 
and 
was 
built by the same man and for years 
run and operated by some member 
of the Nipp family, but is now op­ 
erated by that “ jolly 
old 
miller” 
Bay Whitton. William B. 
Laughlin 
built the first gnist mill in Rush 
county in 1821, but 
John 
Smelser 
built the first in Union township in 
1828. It is doubtful ii any other mill 
in the county has so many and such 
f a r reaching associations as lias this 
spot. With no town to a ttra c t 
and 
only one dwelling and a store room 
for years before and during the Ci­ 
vil War it became famous. Stephen 
Uorry built the lirst mill and 
John 
Nipp built the second one in 
the 
late fifties. The old grist mill 
still 
stands but the old “ muley” or 
up­ 
right saw mill has been gone 
for 
fifty years. Those old saw mills were 
a curiosity or would be now, 
but 
they served a useful,purpose. It was 
at this grist mill that John 
Nipp 
of Moscow learned from his l a t h ­ 
er, the milling trade and here 
too 
have "his sons sons James and W ill­ 
iam (Jerry) afte r their return from 
service in Uo. 1). 58, Ind., Vol. Inft., 
served time at that business. 


The drawback, with water mill is 
cold weather and for that 
reason 
prudent people in those days would 
lay in their winter grist before win­ 
ter s e t in. This led to congestion at 
tlie mills and necessitated running 
day and night and stopping the mill 
only long enough to dress the burh- 
stones. W ater was plenty and cheap 
and as we had no steam mill in that 
neighborhood Smelser’s mill V a s 
a 
busy 
one and 
the store 
had 
a 
thriving business. This mill was on 
the “ old tra il” that ran across 
the 
country in a general northwest 
di­ 
rection to Anderson, parts of which 
yet remain. 


Sometime in the late fifties John 
Nipp built a combination mill 
for 
Philip Hrtel which stood not 
far 
from Joel ( ‘arson’s farm. It 
was 
a grist saw and woolen mill. Dressing 
a buhr was an art few even among 
millers mastered but “ Uncle Jo h n ­ 
n y ” was an expert and was in 
de­ 
mand all over the county, wherever 
mill trouble existed. 
John Woods and 
David 
Querrv 
huilt a round log mill at 
Moscow 
in 1822 and although often rebuilt or 
remodeled is the same, at least 
in 
location, a s the one now in use op­ 
erated by our friends John 
Nipp, 
son of “ Uncle J o h n n y ” and father 
of John L., the insurance artist. Did 
vou ever -c<> a treadmill?

good authority, that the lirst store, 
tavern, distillery, horse and water 
power mill, in the county, were built 
and owned by John Perkins, Sr., on 
tin* Section 27 in Noble township.

Fell To Earth During Electrical 


Storm, Is Found Today

Ed Osburg:, Chicago-Cleveland air 
mail flyer, was killed 'last night 
when his airplane crashed during an 
electrical storm. His

of here.

The fly«r had been reported lost 


on his eastibound trip from Chicago 
to Cleveland and the discovery of 
the body today was the first word 
of what happened to Win. 


The body was found 
aniid 
the 


wreckage of the plane on the farm 
of George Simons. The plane had 
crashed during the electrical storm 
which at times had the proportions 
of a cloudburst,.it was established. 


Probably the last view -any per- 


son had of the plane in air was 
shortly before 10 p. in., when 
it 


passed over Kendallville. It was 
flying- low and evidently; in distress 
even then. 


The flight to the spot where the 


plane was found would have taken 
but a few minutes and the time of 
the crash was fixed at 10 p. m. 


Coroner John Clark of Ataburn is 


investigating. 


Apparently none of the mail in 


the plane was destroyed. Although 
the -machine -was completely wreck- 
ed, it did not take fire. 


Osburp's death was the second 


nirnlane fatality in this vicinity in 
eight months. John Milatzo, also an 
air mail flyer, was killed at Tope- 
ka, ten miles northwest of here, 
Api-H 22.

George N. Mannfeld Tells Kiwan- 
ians of One) Phase Of Department 


Of Conservation Work 


TALKS AT LUNCHEON SESSION 


Reviews Activities In Keeping In- 
diana Abreast of The Times In 


Conserving Resources 


George N. Mannfeld, superinten- 


dent of the fish and game division 
of the department of conservation, 
»ave a very interesting and educa- 
tional address today noon at the 
[viwanis club; speaking of the work 
associated with that 
department, 


and of the propagation of fish at 
he state hatcheries. 


Declaring that there is more and 


letter fishing and hunting in Indiana 
today, than there was ten or fifteen 
years ago, before the department 
was organized in this state, he re- 
viewed the activities of the com- 
mission in keeping Indiana abreast 
of the times by conserving their 
natural resources. 


In the 'state "conservation depart- 


ment, Mr. Mannfeld stated, there 
are six departments/ and in his de- 
partment of fish and game, it is the 
purpose to keep alive those resour- 
ces which would soon be extinct. 
To do this, there cannot be law ob- 
servance unless there is law en- 
forcement. 


It is one of the few departments 


in the state which is self sustaining, 
and since that department was or- 
ganized in 1919 there have been 
many, changes, he said. The receipts 
of the department last year 
were 


$272,000, and not a cent was rais- 
ed by taxation. In 191°) the depart- 
ment obtained only $89,000. 


Last year, Mr. Mannfeld stated, 


there -w«re '261,000 resident hunting 
and fishing licenses' issued 
in the 


state. The department today has 83 
persons employed, over whom Mr. 
Mannfeld has charge. Of this num- 
ber there are 61 game wardens. The 
commission owns 42 
automobiles, 


including 27 truteks 
used by the 


department. 
The state department 


also owns five fish hatcheries, he 
stated.

might exist, he stated, there is plen- 
ty of fishing in Indiana, and 90 ri- 
vers and creeks in which black bass 
are planted each year, together with 
300 lakes.

tiie department. This farm consists 
of 10,722 acres and is located in

left. 


On this farm the department is 


stocking wild game and preparing 
to distribute them into other land 
controlled by the department, which 
in time will give back to Indiana the 
wild game life of years ago. On this 
reservation in Brown county, the 
forestry. department is making nse 
of the hillsides for-planting spruce 
and other trees which are rapidly 
becoming extinct in the state.

REMINISCENCES 


BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


The early settlers, 
found 
that 


mills were a prime necessity. The 
grain must be ground and the. timber 
sawed before either was of use. True 
houses could be, and many 
were, 


built of undressed logs but boards 
were iieeded and the necessity led 
to the construction of many small 
mills throughout the couuty. Streams 
which now are tiled ditches, 
were 


then sufficient 
to furnish 
motor 


power for each and as a matter of 
economy, the early mills were of the 
combination 
variety. Our young 


readers should be told that, while 
we speak-of a mill being built on a 
certain stream, ps a matter of fact 
they were not, but obtained 
their 


flow of water by means of a mill 
race, which was a-large ditch or ca- 
iial receiving water from the stream 
at its upper source and by running 
a straight course to the mill, gained 
fall enough to furnish the necessary 
power and still be higher than 
the 


stream where it was discharged from 
the mill. 
:

Early settlers' here at first had to 


go to Couuersville for their grinding 
until Sam B Laughliu in 1821 built 
a mill south of town, instead of a 
mill race he used a mill dam. This 
was built near where is now the cov- 
ered bridge but the people near by 
suffered so much from sickness that 
they attributed it to the 
overflow 


from the mill dam and rose up in 
anger and destroyed it,, about 1820. 


In March ,.of 
1821 a Virginian 


named George Nipp came to llush 
county and settled on the northeast 
corner of the Dr. W. 11. Smith farm 
just east of the covered bridge. lie 
was a tanner (by trade and had a 
arge family,- among 
whom 
was 


'Uncle Johnny" Nipp as familiarly 
called in his late years. John was a 
natural mechanic and took up car- 
entering and mill -building. On Sept. 
i5,1938, he married Catherine Good- 
man and located on the Bishop land 
m Union township, then owned by 
.^urucll Bishop. Three years later he 
moved to the farm now owned 
iiy

Bay Whitton. William B. Laughlin 
built the first gnist-uiill in Rush 
county in 1821, but John Smelser 
built the first in Union township in 
1828.
